1, the prior art of record does not disclose a hemostatic wound cleansing swab 
comprising a wound treating element, wherein the wound treating element has a 
cleansing element and a discrete hemostatic element, and the cleansing element is in 
fluid communication with a reservoir for containing a liquid located in the stick of the 
swab. For Claim 15, the prior art of record does not show a swab having a reservoir for 
containing a liquid; a hemostatic element; and an element for applying the liquid to a 
wound which is in fluid communication with the reservoir, which is discrete from the 
hemostatic element, and which is secured to the other end of the swab from the 
hemostatic element.
